Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, July 30: 
Week ended July 27, 1907. One original and 3 supplemental bills 
of health granted to 4 steamships; 3 vessels, 228 crew, 13 cabin 
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and 5 steerage passengers inspected; 1 case of illness on board 
investigated ; manifests viseed for 8,558 packages of freight ; 3 pieces 
of baggage disinfected; 1 emigrant for San Francisco per steam- 
ship Asia was recommended for rejection on account of trachoma. 

The report of the municipal health department shows among for- 
eigners 1 new case of smallpox; among natives 26 deaths from 
smallpox. 

No quarantinable diseases were reported from outports, but Foo- 
chow and Amoy have been declared plague infected by the authori- 
ties here.
